The  report  follows  the  set  pattern  of  statistical  presentation  and 
there  seems  little  upon  which  to  coianent  in  particular. 

The  ostimcLted  population  of  the  Urban  District  has  increased  to 
10,280,  there  being  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  vdiich  more  tlnin  conpensates 
for  an  increase  in  the  Death  Rate,  Purthernioro,  the  policy  of  building  house 
for  sale  ho.s  brought  many  now  residents  to  the  aroa^  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  and  only  one  infant  death  diuring  the  yea.r 
and  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  v/as  low,  tliis  being  the  second  year 
during  the  pa.st  ten  years  in  wliich  there  v/ero  less  thm  fifty  cases  notified. 

There  is  still  much  to  be  done  in  the  field  of  housing,  including  the 
provision  of  accomodation  specifically  suited  to  elderly  persons*  No  now 
houses  were  built  for  letting  but  the  scheme  of  houses  for  sale  v/as  rr.intained 
Mill  House  i,ra.s  adapted  during  the  yevr  to  provide  eight  bed  sitting  rooms, 
with  coniAunal  kitchens  and  toilets;  these  rare  occupied  by  elderly  ladies, 
one  of  v/hom  acts  as  \7ardcn  under  the  control  of  the  b',V,S,  It  is  appropriate 
to  pla.ee  on  record  apprecia-tion  of  the  v/ork  done  by  the  U.V.S,  in  tliis 
connection  and  concerning  the  Meals  on  Vdioels  service  and  the  Old  People *s 
\/elfare  Gentre  at  The  Gables,

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  and  facilities  for  ii^ounisation  and 
vaccination  rests  mth  the  Local  Health  Authority  which  in  this  County  has 
delegated  the  responsibility  to  the  Divisional  Health  OonxxLttee, 


Throughout  the  year  a  vigorous  canipaign  has  been  maintained  in  clinics  and 
schools  and  in  the  homos  to  stress  the  ir.^Dortance  of  leaving  children  both 
immunised  and  vaccinated. 

There  are  now  in  being  specially  arranged  sessions  for  school  children 
whose  par-ents  vd-sh  them  to  be  immunised  or  re-iimuriised.  Those  sessions  are 
carried  out  in  the  schools  by  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  toVi/n  and  so  far 
the  response  has  been  excellent.  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Doctors  and  the 
Head  Teachers  vd.th6ut  whose  co-operation  the  running  of  these  sessions  would 
not  be  possible. 

The  above  table  is  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  under  this  heading 
for  the  past  ten  years. 

It  should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  this  table  is  compiled  from  returns 
received  from  the  General  Practitioners  and  does  not  give  an  accurate  picture 
of  the  true  position,  for  it  is  found  on  information  supplied  by  parents  that 
approximately  80^  of  school  entrants  have  at  some  period  during  their  pre-school 
life  received  primary?-  immunisation  against  diphtheria, 

I  should  like  once  again  to  stress  the  importance  of  having  every  child 
both  immunised  and  vaccinated* 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  poliom:yelitis  continued  and  was 
extended  to  limited  age  groups  other  than  school  cliildren, 

B«C,G,  Vaccination, 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  (B,G,G,)  \7as  extended  in 
•1954  to  include  children  between  thirteen  and  fourteen  years  of  age.  All 
Secondary  Modern  and  Grai'xiar  Schools  are  visited  annually  for  this  purpose  and 
the  response  is  on  the  whole  very  good.

I  have  r)le^sure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  19^0  and  in  so 
doing  I  find  that  v/hilst  there  is  nothing  remarlcable  upon  which  to  coixient 
it  is  interesting  and  in  some  nay  rewarding  to  look  back  over  the  past 
ten  years  upon  some  of  our  activities  and  interests. 

In  1950  Imd  two  hundred  and  seventy  post  war  houses  and  flats, 
including  fifty  ’’prefabs”  and  the  register  of  applicants  for  accomnodation 
stood  at  over  four  hundred;  at  the  end  of  1960  there  ’./ere  nine  hundred 
and  four  post  war  dwellings  including  30  ’’prefabs";  one  cannot  coiupare 
the  register  of  applicants  as  this  has  been  closed  since  Ivlay  1959  and  there 
were  no  houses  to  let  under  construction  in  I96O,  During  the  ten  years 
there  have  been  forty  two  Demolition  and  fourteen  Closing  Orders  on 
substandard  premises  and  eight^r  seven  dvrcllings  liave  been  demolished  and 
tv/enty  nine  closed  for  human  habitation  as  a  result  of  Orders  and  informal 
arrangements  ruth  owners. 

In  report  for  1950  I  said  in  connection  vd.th  millc  supialies  that 
"The  effect  of  the  new  regulations  V7ill  be  cui-Tulative  tov/ards  a  safer  milk 

supply .  ",  We  then  liad  twelve  retail  distributors  of  millc  registered 

and  holding  sixteen  licences  to  dea.1  in  graded  Liillcs  compared  with  t'wenty 
two  at  the  end  of  I960  holding  fifty  eight  such  lienee es  and  all  millc  is 
now  designated  "Tuberculin  Tested", "Pasteurised"  or "Sterilised", 

There  were  seventy  nine  pa.il  closets  in  the  district  at  the  beginning  of 
1950  and  the  nurcber  was  reduced  to  fifty  eight  by  the  end  of  the  year;  at 
the  end  of  I960  these  load  been  further  reduced  to  sixteen,  eight  of  wliich 
\7oro  collected  for  disposal  by  the  Gouicil;  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
nu-iber  had  been  reduced  to  tv/elve,  four  of  which  are  dealt  with  bjr  the 
Council,  Many  of  those  outstanding  are  beyond  the  reach  of  sewers  but 
further  reduction  is  anticipated  in  1961, 

Our  main  outstanding  problem  is  the  rer.ioval  of  substandard  houses  and 
the  rehousing  of  tenants  under  more  satisfactory  conditions  at  rents 
econor.iic  to  all  concerned. 


The  continued  good  will  and  co-operation  betv7een  Councillors  and 
fellow  officials  is . appreciated  and  in  particular,  the  team  spirit  which 
continues  from  year  to  year  in  the  department.

Ine  tiarsh 
Lane  site  1ms  "been  virtua]-ly  conpleted  with  only  the  central  area  and  odd 
small  plots  outstanding.  Development  of  the  Mount  site  for  pri^aue 
building  plots  wd.s  continuode  During  the  year  no  further  d'virellings  \7ere 
provided  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the  total  of  post— ■'.."ar  council  houses 
and  flats  ivas  reduced  to  90L  including  ^0  ter.^poraiy'  houses, by  the  disposal  ana 
demolition  of  20  "prefabs”  at  Park  ...state.  The  rerminder  have  continued 
to  serve  a  useful  purpose  in  t eL;iporarily  accommodating  purchasers  of 
houses  built  for  sale"  by  the  Council,  There  wqtq  no  houses  and  flats 
under  contract  by  the  Urban  Gomcil  at  the  end  of  the  year.  During  the 
year  22  houses  ?/ere  pro\d.ded  by  private  enterprise  on  the  sites  at  The 
Mount,  Audlem  lioad  and  Park  lioad,  Teimncies  were  granted  to  30  applicants 
during  the  year  including  the  rehousing  from  unfit  houses  and  23  nev/ 
tenancies  comiuenced,  A  Closing  Order  ViTas  r.iade  on  one  terraned  house  and 
tViTo  Demolition  Orders  vrcro  made.  Eight  unfit  houses  were  vacated  including 
six  by  informal  action;  two  T,7ere  demolished  in  anticipation  of  formal  action 
and  tv7o  on  Eorual  Orders;  one  closure  v/as  effected  by  Order, 


Eleven  a'ppMications  for  standard  Improvement  Grants  v/ere  received  and 
dealt  v/ith.  These  were  all  from  oirWier/ occupiers  and  in  connection  v/ith 
five  of  them  the  cost  of  vTorks  done  during  the  year  amounted  to  £841.  6s,  4ds 
grants  amounting  to  £420  13s»  1^«  v;ere  pai-d.  The  v/ork  on  the  remainder  was 
carried  on  in  1961,  There  v/ere  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair, 
There  has  been  constant  attention  to  the  re^Dair  and  mmintcnance  of  the  Council 
Houses  and  much  work  has  been  done  through  the  department  in  tliis  connection. 


V,  hjeectious  dishiSes. 


Cases  of  "notifiable"  diseases  are  visited  where  necessary  as  soon  as 
possible  after  notif icahion. 

The  number  of  cases  of  diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  6  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  3  of  Measles  and  7  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,,  ^0  i/hooping  Cough 
and  2  of  D^rsentery, 

There  were  tliree  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year, 

VJhere  desirable  the  disinfection  of  rooms  and  bedding  was  carried  out. 
Such  disinfection  is  always  carried  out  upon  removal  of  PuLuonary  Tuberculosas 
patients,  PuL'iigation  is  carried  out  v/ith  formaldehyde,  i.here  requested, 
fumigation  and  treatment  of  bedding  is  carried  out  follov/ing  death  from 
Cancer,  This  practice  is  a'?preGia.ted  by  relatives  and  has  good  psychological 
effect. 

The  immunisation  and  vaccination  schemes  ha.ve  been  operated  by  the  County 
Council  tlirough  the  Divisional  Health  Coixiittee.  Every  opportunity  is  taken 
to  encourage  parents  to  have  children  treated.  The  value  of  such  schemes  is 
reflected  in  the  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  smllpox  during  recent 
year So

The  responsihility  for  adjniiiistration  and  control  of  hiilk  production 
and  licensing  of  producers  of  designated  nn.lk  lies  v;ith  the  Llinistiy  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  ouid  the  County  Goiuicil  is  responsihle  for  control 
and  licensing  of  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plants.  ^This  leaves  the 
District  Councils  with  tlie  control  of  distributors  of ^nilk  and  licensing  of 
dealers,.  Sterilised  inillo  is  also  a  recognised  official  designation. 


The  f^gricultural  Executive  Conmittce  Milk  Testing  Advisory  Officer  talces 
samples  from  producers  and  retailers,  but  results  are  not ^ available  for  ^ 
quotation.  The  County  Council  samples  milk  at  pasteurising  and  scerilising 

depots.

The  Building  Byelav/s  now  requii'e  installation  of 
appliances  in  ne\7  dwellings  v/hich  will  be  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel. 


Proliminaiy  proposals  v;ere  submitted  to  the  I/Iinister  in  1959  for  the 
creation  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  on  t\TO  new  building  sites  conprising  development 
for  approximately  200  and  JO  houses  respectively.  The  ivtinister^s  decision  was 
received  in  19^0  from  which  it  seems  that  in  spite  of  his  earlier  hope  that 
Authorities  w:)uld  do  as  Tie  intended,  approval  would  not  be  forthcoming.  It 
Yrauld  appear  that  unless  v/e  are  prepared  to  prove  the  need  by  scientific 
recordings  and  to  formulate  a  time  table  to  deal  v/ith  the  whole  area,  wo  are 
not  likely  to  be  encouraged  in  a  policy  of  prevention  of  increased  atmospheric 
pollution.

The  baits  used  in  treatment  have ^ been  sausage^ rusk,  broad 
mash,  rolled  oats  and  sugar  meal  and  these  have  been  x^^^isoned  with  zi.nc 
phosphide  or  arsenic*  V/arfarin  and  Tomorin  poison  in  an  oatmeal  base ^ has  also 
been  used  successfully.  apart  from  special  visits  to  premises  conditions  are 
observed  in  the  course  of  visits  for  otlur  purposes,  such  as  food  inspection, 
factories,  shops,  etc.

The  supplyto  Council  houses  was  derived  from  a  stock  held 
in  the  Stores  Department  and  47  hins  were  sui^plied  from  t]rat  source.  The 
refuse  tips  are  treated  for  the  control  of  insect  pests  and  regular  treatment 
for  rodent  control  is  carried  out.  This  treatment  vrauld  be  much  more 
effective  if  supported  by  better  mea.sures  of  "controlled  tipping";  serious 
consideration  should  be  given  to  increasing  the  money  and  effort  alloT,/od  for 
in  the  estirriates  each  yeai’  for  refuse  disposal.  The  Tip  face  is  too  large  and 
there  is  a  lack  of  covering  material  and  conditions  have  been  most 
unsatisfactory.  It  is  obvious  tliat  v/ith  the  development  of  u'hitehouse  Lane 
Housing  Estate  the  conpletion  and  closure  of  Clan  Tip  must  be  expeditea.  The 
problem  of  finding  suitable  tipping  sites  is  one  vdiich  increases  seriously  in 
all  areas  and  one  cannot  help  but  wonder  how  much  longer  mg  can  iiianage  \\d.thout 
mechanical  plant  with  ancillary  salvage  operations.  The  aim  must  be  to 
achieve  economic  but  primarily  hygienic  disposal  of  waste  even  though  mq  may 
have  to  act  co-operatively  \7ith  neighbouring  authorities,
